Three ways to enter the University via ELI
1. ELI only – non-credit English Language Training only 
2. Bridge Course – Academic preparation course for non- 

native students; upon reaching language requirements 
(TOEFL min.500) transfer to the University

3. Conditional Admission – TOEFL min. 450; upon reaching 
language requirement admittance to University courses

TOEFL of minimum 500/61ibT (173 computer 
based)
Minimum GPA of 2.6 on 4.0 scale
Received a Diploma equivalent to U.S. High 
School
Eligible for higher education in home country
